How tho Work is Progressing in all Parts 
of tho World, 

Not that Christian Endeavor is fettered 
or ever will be bound, but everybody may 
not know thatthe Endeavor movement 
bas obeyed Christ's command, implied in 
‘sick, and in prison, and ye visited me, 
Av Waupan, Wis., the Rev. Victor Kut- 
chin being aplain, there was organized 
on February 2nd, 1890 the first prison 
society of Chrjatian Endeavor. At the 
first meeting ninety-three members were 
enrolled, thirty-five active and fifty-eight 
associate. ‘Thirty-five active members 
have been honorably discharged during 
the two years of the society's existence ; 
thirty-five have been advanced from aa- 
sociate to active membership, and forty- 
three have been admitted directly to the 
active list. i 

“This,” writes the prisoner who gave us 
these figures, “has been _the result of the 
first two years of Christian Endeavor 
work with the Wisconsin State prison. 
Perhaps this may appear small'and insigni- 
fiernt when compared with the time and 
labor expended, yet when we remember 
the particular class of mankind which the 
Christian Endeavor influence has been 
brought to bear, and that a few have really 


been saved,

BELLEVILLE, 


A Short Account of Hin Life and a Brief

graph Co, in succession to Erastus Wiman

Harvey Prentice Dwight was born at 
Belleville, Jefferson county, New York, on 
December 23, 1828, his parents being of 
New England origin. le received his 
early education at a small country school 
in Oswego county, which he left at the age 
of fourteen to seek his fortune in the world. 
His first # tuation was in a small country 
store, where he served three years. Tele-

The Great Northwestern Telegraph ser- 
vice of Canada, which has taken so high a 
place in the great systems of the world, 
was inaugurated in Montreal in 1847,when 


From Rev. G. H. Krikorian, of Yozgat | the Montreal Telegraph Company, which 


has now been absorbed by the G.N.W. 
Co,, was founded. In that year Montreal, 
Quebec and Toronto were connected with 
single wire lines, and on 20th Julya 
line was opened from Toronto to Port 
Hope, to Cobourg he following day, to 
Kingston on the 24th and to Montreal on 
August 3rd, 

The telegraph office at Brockville was 
opened on August 26, and that at Belle- 
ville August 27. Moving eastwerd, the 
Quebec office was opened on October 2nd, 
and that at bree Rivers on November 
9th. The receipts for August of the first 
year for the entire line only aver aged $35 
per day, rising in September to $45, and 
in November to $90, $60 a day was the 
average then! 30 years later it had risen to 
$1,750. From such small beginnings as 
are indicated Ly a capital of $60,000 and 
sixteen officers, on a single wire line in 
1847, the first Canadian telegraph com- 
pany grew. 

In 1850 26 or 30 meswages was regarded 
as a good day's work at the office of the 
company in the capi;al of Ontario. When 
the year 1881 was reached the capital of 
the Montreal Telegraph ompany was 
$2,000,000 and the number ofofficisls, 68). 
Over two millions of messages were hand- 
led by this company during the year last 
mentioned; and now that its wires, as well 
as those of the Dominion and the Western 
Union Companies in Canada, have passed 
under the control of the Great Northwest- 
ern Telegraph Company, from 1,600 to 
3,000 messages per day are handled by 
the Toronto office alone. The contract 
of this company with the Meteorological 
Office involves, it is stated, the transmis- 
sion of not less than 80,000,000 words per 
annum, 

It is interesting to note the immense 
reduction in the cost of transmission that 
have been brought about since the early 
days. Forty years ago it cost 3s 9d, Hal- 
ifax currency (about 90 cents), to send a 
message from Montreal to Toronto, so 
that common place matters could not be 
wired about a: such prices. In 1853 the 
tariff from Queenston to Qubec 60 cents, 
and from Toronta to Chicago $1.50 for ten 
words. ‘Telegraphic despatchas to the 
press were then rare and costly affairs, ana 
the extravagance ot “specials” was for the 
most pait beyond the disposition and the 
means of the newspapers of the Province. 
Nowadays the great dailies pay every week 
for news sent by wire what would .exceed- 
ed the yearly salary of the sender in those 
early days. 

The great reduction in the cost of tele- 
graphing has of course had much to do 
with this, for in no country has telegraph- 


membered. [he 
maximum charge over the lines ot the G, 
N. W Telegrapn Company is 25 cents, and 
messages between towns withina distance 
of twelve miles ot each other are sent at 
a charge of 15 cents. The amalgamation, 
Erastus Wiman, of

impetus to business, and has placed the G.

Ontario Lumbermon Oppoxs An Export 
Duty on Logs 

Orrawa, April 2.—Mossrs. J. R, Booth, 
Hiram Robinson, H. K. Egan, James

Laren, A. H. Edwards, Potor White,

Mosars. A. H, Campbell, James Scott, 
Burton, D, L, White and Strathe, along 
with Dalton McCarthy, M.P., and Liout.- 
Col. O'Brien, M.P., representing the 
Georgian Bay district, being in all 
between 60 ann 60 dologates waited on tho 
Government in regard to the propo- 
sition mado by papermanufacturers to place 
duty on a certain kind of logs. 

Mr, McCarthy fatrodaced the delogation 
to Premior Abbott, thore being also present 
Mr. Bowell and Mr. Foster. 

Mr. O’Brien spoke chiefly with reforence 
to pulp wood, which was now bringing o 
large quantity of money into the country 
in exchange for an article hitherto of no 
value and which could be reproduced at a 
very short period. 

Mr. Booth pointed out that there was no 
danger of the supply of pulp-wood gotting 
exhausted in this country, as there was in 
the Province of Quebeo immense quantities, 
far beyond the requirements of the country 
for many years to come. He also argued 
that the Americans were in no senso de- 
pendent upon Canada for its supply, be- 
cause in the State of Maine and Vermont 
and parts of New York there were millions 
aud millions of cords of wood quite suf- 
ficient for their supply, but having crect- 
ed their mills near the border and can get 
Canadian wood, they would continue to 
use it as long as they could obtain it free, 
as at present, Ifan export duty was put 
on they would moye their mills to where 
they could get the American timber. ‘The 
imposition of a duty on saw-logs would en- 
danger the whole lumber trade. 

Mr. Scott of Georgian Bay Lumber 
Company said that even if the saw logs 
were taken across to the other side it was 
better that this should be dono than to re- 
main subject tothe risks of fire, which 
destroyed more timber than the quantity 
consumed inthe trade. He spoke of the 
great eankes to which the trade would be 


subjected by legislation of this kind. 
Mesers. Brownlee (Renfrew) and Shatlee 
(Barrie) also spoke. 


Tho Premier replied that the Government 
would carefully consider the matter. 

Mr. Campbell, president of the Luinber- 
men’s Association, spoke at length, pointing 
out the disadvantages that would follow 
through the American Government increas- 
ing the import duty on lumber from $1 to 
$2 if this export date was imposed. It 
would also prevent the export of somo of 
the coarser kinds of lumber which now 
reached the American market under the 

resent duty, If the duty was reimposed 
it would close half the mills in the coun- 
try, and as only the better class of lumber 
would be exported all the inferior kinds 
of lumber would be left to rot in the woods. 
Besides this it would entirely disarrange

Scores of Kansns People Killed and In- 
jared in the Storm, 


Kansas Crty, Mo., April 4.—Fifty 
killed. These two words, when the story 
of the recent Kausas storm is told, will re- 

resent the loss of human life ‘The follow- 
ing is the estimate placed on the dead and 
wounded as near as it can be ascertained at 
this time: South Havan, 8 dead and 32 
wounded; Wellington, 4 dead and 23 in- 
jured; on farms between these two towns, 
5 dead and 9 injared; Towanda, 17 dead 
and 45 wounded; Augusta, 7 dead ond 19 
injured; Homostead, 5 dead and 7 injured; 
Strong City, 2 dead and 8 wounded; Salins, 
15 injured, three fatally. 


Prince Michnel May bo Released, 

Derrort, April 4.—Prince Michael’s 
lawyer Suturday moved the court to dis- 
solye the injunction which tied up Prince 
Michael’s property in his wife's suit for 
legal separation.

Anarchy Has Succeeded Inflacnza as the 
Terror of Kuropo,

thought to be a paid spy.

of I. are about making some demands 
from the Government one of which is to 
admit certain arucles of goods free of duty 
when for their use, and another is to haye 
the Government lend them money at 254 
per cent interest to pay off mo:tgages on 
their farms, This would of course burden. 
others to support them, and I say with all 
respect that the principle that thus secks 
favoritism is not a good business principl> 
to go by. Another request is that the 
Government should enact a law making 
ipa penal offense for any dealer to unduly 
raise the price of the n\cessaries of life. 
It is presumed that farmers who endeavor 
toget more than market price for their 
butcer, eggs, pobatocs etc would be ex- 
empted from the penalty of the law. But 
more. Says the “Sharcholder and the 
Insurance Gazette:" 

“They require retail merchants in every 
Lranch of trade, on pain of losing their 
custom altogether, to supply them with 
all’classes of poods.at prices net exceed- 
ing 12% per cent. advance on cost, exclu- 
sive of sugar, nails, and some other lines 
which are already sold at a still smaller 
advance, and, to make sure that they will 
not be imposed upon, they exact the con- 
dition that they shall have right of access 
to the merchants’ invoices.” 

Now as no farmercan run his farm on 
12% per cent profit, neither can a mer- 
chant run his store on 30 small a_ profit. 
Such a demand ifagreed to by merchants 
will surely lead to fraud and deceit. In- 
deed some merehants who have agreed 
to sell at 124 per cent profit are asking 
wholesalers for blank invoices on -vhich 
to put a price to deceive e. of J. 
purchasers. 

Now, Mr. Editor, again I say I am not 
condemning the Patrone of Industry, tor 
in its ranks are found some good and true 
men, but I submit, that if the above aims 
and intentions arethose of this Institution, 
then the busmess principles on which it 
rests are not sound, and like the Grangers 
its end is but a question of time. If the 
above is a misrepresentation of its 
principls then lam open to correction, 
1 do not speak harshly or unkindly of the 
P. of 1. but again urge for a close exami- 
nation of its governing principles,which to 
an outsider appears not to be of the best.

We 
bave heard the statement that jt js not our 
mission to look after the private conduct 
of the members of this House. I agree 
with the hon. gentleman that it is not the 
duty of any member of this House to look 
atter the conduct of a fellow-member, but 
the hon, gentleman will not deny that if a 
fellow-member is charged upon the floor 
of the House with condact, not public con- 
duct, but priyate conduct, that will dis- 
gracea gentleman, that man will be ex- 
pelled from this House, Shall I refresh 
the memory of the Minister of Justice 
with an example whi. h is only two months 
old, the case of Mr. De Cobsin, who has 
been expelled from the BritishParliament 

for conduct of a private character, but ofa 
most disgraceful character ?; Shall I recall 
the ouse of Mr, Sadlier, who was 30 or 40 
years ago expelled from Parliament of 
Great Britian for embezalingpubiic money? 
We do not charge the hon. gentleman 
(Sir Adolphe Cuaron) in his p ivate char 

acter alone, but in his public character as 
well, The hon, gentleman (5) John 
‘Thompson,) however sees no public wrong 
in the charges which are brought against 
the Postmaster General. ‘The Postmaster 
General is charged with having received 
moneys froma public company, which had 
been subscribed to that company for a 
public end, to be applied for public good, 


with haying received corruptly 
for corrupt purposes, and with 
faving so applied it. And yet 


the hon. gentleman says there 1s nothing 
wrong in that, The parliament of Can- 
adaisasked by a railway co. for a subsidy to 
be applied every sent of it to a railway. 
That was the ground upon which Parla: 
ment gave this money, that cyery cent 
of it should be applied by this company 
which had not the means by which to 
carry out its own enterprises, to the con- 
struction of a road for the public advan- 
tage. Yet the honorable gentleman tells 
us that the money so subscribed could be 
diverted from its object, that a portion 
could be taken from the treasury of the 
ccmpany and corryptly handed to a Min- 
ister of the Crown to be applied to corrupt 
purposes to corrupt eleotors ; and yet this 
is nothing wrong? This isa thing that 
the Ministar of Justice is prepared to ac- 
uiesce in and defend upon the floor of 
>atliament. I don’t exactly understand 
the nature of the defence made by the 
hon. gentleman ; I don’t know whether 
he defended it upon its merits, or whether 
on theground that the accusation was that 
the Postmaster-General received the 
money when he was no longer a_ member 
of Parliament. JIask the Minister of 
Justice whether he ever heard sucha 
defence nade anyahere? Sir, the thing 
is too pitiable to be seriously considered. 
Whether at that time he was or was nots 
member of Parliament, the hon. gentle- 
man would not deny that he was a mem- 
ber of the Government, an adviser of his 
Excellency the Governor-General, and 
that while he was giving advice to his Ex- 
cellency he would take money out of the 
public treasury, put it in his pocket then 
apply it to corrupt practices during the 
elections. Ifreally the party in power 
are ready to assent to the doctrine laid 
down by the Minister of Justice that there 
is no moral wrong for this Parliament to 
vote money which ‘afterwards could be 
applied in elections let us know it once for 
all.

WILL THDRW BE AN EFFORT MADE 
TO COMPLETA ITT 


Tho Wont Bo lovillo Drainnge Bystom the 
Like of Which Doon rot Extat Outside 
of the Congo Froo State,-Mesidonts 
Willing to Contribute Towards Ite Ka 
tension 


Ac the city council on Monday night 
Ald, Grills moved bhat the cost be ascer- 
tained of extending the Catharine street 
from the top of the hill to Dunbar street. 
This is a move in the right direction and 
although there has been a good deal said 
of this drain the people who pay taxes in 
West Belleville have not been fairly treat- 
ed. Acres aud acres of good residential 
and billable Innd lying between bridge 
street, north to the Thurlow boundry line, 
has for years been allowed to lay under 
water because A proper drain was not put 
in the proper place, Ata point directly 
west of the head of Catherine street and 
just outside of the limits of the ny there 
is a considerable flow of water which finds 
its way through a ravine in the commons 
in Sidney township. At the boundary 
line the water expands itself into a pond 
which is locally known as the Frog pond, 

nd certainly it has not been misnamed, 
From this pond a drain is carried north- 
east through the properties of John Har~ 
ris, Robt. McCormick, John Moore and ! 
Wm, Thompson, Here it intesests Yeo- 
mans streep and is carried through a cul- 
vert onto William Morgan's garden. After 
leaving this poinb it is carried across 
Benjamin street onto John Stout's land 
and over the old Benjamin property where 
is intersects Lewis Street.From here deep ° 
excavations have been made and the 
water is finally forced from its natural 
course into Frank street, The drain from 
this point has never ceased to be a bill of 


expense to the city and does 
not to-day furnish a free outlet 
for the water. No doubt that if 


there had been any possibility of carrying 
this drain over the railroad and getting 
the water into the Trent river somewhere 
about sixty miles north of Helleville, it 
would have been done by the wise men 
who have for years past continued to heap 
up the expense in conection with the pub- 
lic works department. This water has 
been taken over an immense area of land 
at great loss to the owners, and after.all 
itis of little orno benefit tothem, It 
has been found neceasary to spend large 
sums of inoney to keep this water way in 
repair, and ata large outlay, the Frank 
street portion of the drain was a few years 
ago covered. When the water leaves 
Frank street itis flooded on to Goleman 
commons where it isallowed to find its 
way Sto the river, following the natural 


are never sold | decline of the land and by which course 


itcomes back to Catherine street at the 
footbridge and empties, during the yreat- 


e | er part of the year throvgh what is known 


as the Buttermilk Falls, The fillacy of 
such a system of drainage is at once seen, 
The water in its winding course is carried 
a distance of not less than two miles and 
and even then there is no attempt made 
at what could be called drainage outside 
of the Congo Free State, When the water 
reaches Coleman’a commons it 1s allowed 
to soak through the land and 1emain stag- 
aent during the greater part of the dry 
season. This putrid wateris the source 
of wide-spread disease in this locality and 
the result is that not one house in six is 
rented and those which are rented are let 
for a nominal sum which does not in some 
cases meet the taxes, insurance, depreci- 
ation and re,airs. In addition to this 
fact many mechanios would be glad to 
rent these houses if it were not forthe poor 
sanitary condition of the locality. But 
Coleman's commons and the waste land 
along the line of Everrett street isnot the 
only place where water lies and which 
could we carried off if Catharine strect 
drain was properly built. All that land 
lying north of Catherine street and west 
of Dunbar is under{water half the year 
and some times for weeks the side walk 
is inundated. In such cases residents on 
Ye mans sbreet are obliged to turn back 
and reach their homea by way of Sinclair 
and west Bridge streets at least three 
quarters of a mile out of their way. Al- 
though sume money has been spent on the 
Catherine street drain no benefit has yet 
been derived trom it asit is above the hill 
where tho water lies. Continuing the 
drain to Dunbar street will be of no bene- 
fit for it is not in that quarter where the 
water lies, The drain should at once be 
built from the top of the hill, to which 
point the it has already been excavated 
to the head of Catharine street and from 
thence connection should be made with 
Frog Pond either by a_ blind drain across 
the lots—only a short distance—or by way 
of Yeomans street. A reporter yesterday 
made it his business to enquire of the 
residents along Catharine streer and 
many of them were willing to con- 
tribute towards the cost of its extension 
if the city would at once go forward with 
the work. The land above the hill con- 
tains but little rock and the comparative 
coat of the digging would be alight. This 
drain is certainly a necessity in thesanitary 
interests of the city and itis to be hoped 
that the representatives of Murney and 
Coleman wards will press their claims and 
get an appropriation before the estimates 
are brought down.

At Easter-side are made Simuel Cakes, 
which when properly made the crust is as 
hard as wood, so that one who had never 
seen one before ordered his simnel to be 
boiled to soften it, anda lady took her’s 
for a footstool. Some pretend that the 
father of Lambeit Simnel, pretender to 
the Crowu under Henry VIII, was a 
baker and the first maker of Simnels. 
Others deduce the name in this way. In 
the time before surnames lived a couple, 
Simon and Nellie, After Nellie had made 
a cake, Simon would have it baked, and 
she would boil it; they fought with a 
stool and broomstick till both welcomed 
a compromise that the cake should be 
both boiled and baked, the weapons sery- 
ed for fuel, Hence the cake was done as 
hard as a board its orthodox condition, 
The name was compounded with theirs, 
Sim-Nel. 

Anciently both ecclesiaties and lnics 
used to playatball in the churches for 
tansy cakes on Easter tide, and in parts 
of England tansy caees and tans* pud- 
dings are still favorite Easter dishes. 

The hot cross buns at Easter ure the 
cakes which the pagan Saxons ate in hon- 
or of their goddes Kastre, and from which 
the Christian clergy sought to expel the 
paganism by marking them with the cross. 

During the fifteen days alter Easter, 
which are the Russian carn‘val, they have 
eggs dyed all manner of colors, which they 
send or give in presents to each other ; 
and when they meet during this time they 
salute with these words; “Christo wos 
Chrest,” Christ js risen, to which the other 
having answered “ Woisten wos Cbrest,”’ 
He is certainly risen, they kiss one another; 
he that salutes first is obliged to present 
the other with anegg, nobody of what 
ever condition or sex, daring to refuse the 
egg or kiss. The people of quality have 
them covered with gold orsilver leaf, or 
very curiously painted both outside and in, 

An Italian priest, preaching on Easter 
Sunday before Cardinal Borromeo Aach- 
bysnop of Milan , said “he was like a pace 
egg--red, blessed, but a little hard,” 

Ta the time of tithes in England it was 
the custom of many parishioners to pre- 
sent the Vicar every Easter with a qvan- 
bity of eggs, collected in the parish, which 
was anciently considered as a peace offer- 
ing, but now as a sort of con.mutation for 
the tithe of that article throughout the 
year. The egg was considered by all na- 
tions as a fit emblem of the resurrection 
from the dead, because after it has remain- 
ed for aconsiderable time in a dormant 
state , resembling death, by the proceas of 
incubation it will produce a living animal. 

Anciently ib was the customto put out all 
the fires in churches and kindle them 
anew with flint and steel, on Eazter eve, 
also to tise early on Easter day and walk 
into the fields to see the sun dance, which 
ancient tradition asserts it always does on 
this day. 

The British Apollo accounts for the 
tradition this way} 


The old wives get merry 
With spiced ale or sherry 
On E water which makesthe romance; 
And whilst in a route. 
Their brains whirl about, 
They fancy we caper and dance. 


The followiug t# an ancient form for 
“the hallowing of the Pascal lambe, egges 
and herbes on Easter daye, * * O, 
God, who art the maker of all flesh, who 
Ravest commandements unto Noe and his 
sons concerning cleane and uncleane 
beastes, who hast also permitted mankind 
to eate cleane four footed beastes, even as 
egges and green herbes.”

He loft 

Toronto on Friday, and it is cortain that be 

will never return unloss brought by the law. 

He was the youngest son of Mr, Gordon 
Brown, probably the most respected man in 
‘Toronto, and the sympathy for that gentlo- 
man and his family {o tholr sorrow ts wide 
spread and of the most genuine kind, 

The Modus Operandi, 

Aud what was tho crime! It was that of 
raising money from banks by moans of 
forged powors of attornoy to transfer stock. 
To tho uninitiated this is bent explained by 
example, Jobn Bmith isa stockbolder in a 
Joan company, holding say 500 shares, He 
is buying and selling thoso shares every now 
and thon. Ho does it through a broker, sa) 
Thomas Roblavon, Whon be wants to tell 
100 shares he tells Robinson to sell 100 shares, 
and at the same timo he signs and glvos 
Rovinsoa a power of attorney to trans- 
fer 100 shares to whumsoover be can sell it, 
Broker Robinson theo on the Stock Ex- 
change and sells the foo shares to Broker 
Thomson, who buys them for a client of bia 
As soon as the doal is over Broker Robinson 
Koes to the office of the loan company, pro- 
seute his power of attorney and the 100 
shares are thereupon transferred from John 
Smith's account to that of Broker Thomson, 
or Broker Thomson's client, Or if Jobn 
Smith dovs not want to sell bis 100 shares, 
but wants to got a loan ou them, he 
in the samo rats mires 4 similar power 
of attorney to his er, the broker bo 
the bank, borrows a sum of money within a 
shade of their value, and transfers tho shares 
to the bank manager in trust for the bank 
a nsccurity forthe loan. In every case 
there is such @ power of attorney, 

Well, Arthur Browa haudled @ great 
many such transactions, He presented 
gonulne powers of attorney, and he presont- 
od a great many forged powers of attorney, 
Tho forgerios wero clever and show him 
have been on apt penman, 

Why He Was Not Found Ont, 

Well, why was he not found out when 
these were going on for so longa time! Be- 
cause ho transforred the stock back to tho 
original owner time after time, and always 
before the dividends were declared, so the 
stockboler when he got his dividend got it 
on the full number of shares ho eld, To 
other words, Brown was all the time “bor- 
rowing” 10, 20, 80, 40 shares from this man's 
stock account and that man’s stock account 
and always putting thom back by moans of 
forged powers of attorney, and doing this 
for months and no one being the wiser, Ho 
was always robbing Peter to pay Paul, but 
always keeping the accounts straight before 
dividend time came round. 

Ono reason that delayed discovery was 
that Brown's victims were in many cases his 
own relatives or frionds of his family, who 
were largo sharoholders in tho big loau com- 
panics, und who would naturally entrust 
their stock operations to the tall young 
broker of the family. 

How Disoonery Camo, 

But, of course, discovery had to come and 
itcame last Thursday. Brown kept his ao- 
count at tho Bavk of Montreal and in somo 
way tho bank became awaro of the forgeries 
Either tho discovery was mado in Montreal 
orhere, Atallevents tho bank saw there 
was something wrong and they seized a lot 
of Commercial Cable stock that Brown had 
bought and which ho bad sent on to Mon- 
treal for sale, attaching the certificates to a 
draft that be drow on his Montreal brokera, 
The bank, #0 the story goos, grabbed the 
tertificates and refused to collect the draft 
ontil Brown settled with them. Thoy had 
him locked up ina room in the bank for 
some hours, so itis alleged. At all events 
the bank got out of Brown a portion if not 
all of the monoy it stood to lose, and it lot 
the Commercial Cablo go through and the 
brokers in Torooto who had sold this stock 

to Brown got the re euey, tor the checks he 

had given them, On Friday Brown was in 
bis office but very nervous, and that day or 
econ bo left ostensibly for Montreal 
but really for the States. 

Brown's Victims, 


Who aro the losors it is bard to say, At 
prosont they are not any of Brown's fellowe 
brokers, Nor is his bank out, It Ja betweou 
the loan companies whose shares were 
“transferred,” the real owners of theso 
shures and tho partios who accepted those 
shares, mostly as socuritios for advances to 
Brown. It looks pretty bard for those latter 
at pregunt. How many thero aro of thoso it 
will take some days to dovelop. They aro 
banks of course, 

* Brown's Reoord as a Broker, 

Arthur Brown, when he loft Uppor Can- 
ada College, was put into the counting-room 
of Tho Globe some seven or clght years ago. 
After ho bad got some ideas of business be 
set up for himself as a broker in a small way, 
buying Northwest scrip and the like, Then 
he blossomed into a full-fledged stock broker, 
He made a lot of money, moro than $40,000 
within a year, so it is said, out of speculation 
in Chicago—and whon tho truth comes to be 
Joarnod be probably bas since lost all that 
amount there and twico as much more and 
that this fact led him Into crime. 

He squared His Follow Brokers, 

Avother reason why Brown nover was 
found out was that he not only took care to 
return tho sharos ho “borrowed,” but to 
quote the Thymo that recently appoared:

WINDSOR, Ont. April 14—(Special) —

Ho is Married in Canifton Last Night 
and When HeReachos Home With

by an Infuriatod Mob, 


The well-known crook “Coffin” Mec- 
Donald is again in the toils, This time it 


is ona charge of alleged bigamy. McDon- 
ald was discharged fiom the Kingston 


penitentiary on Monday March 28th last,

These signals are used principally in the

When night precludes the possib lity of 
using the hands for signals, the white lan- 
tern comes into requisition.

Paris, April 18.—The indictment of 
Ravachol, the Anarchist, and his five ac- 
complices, Including Mariette Loubert, who 
lives with Bealot, one of tho accomplices, 
was presented Saturday. Thia indictment 
gives tho first connected history of the con- 
spiracy in which the prisoners were impli- 
cated. The case opens in April, 1891, 
when Decamp, an associate of Chaumartin,

program, Tbe association was called to 
ordor shortly after 10 by the prosidont, 
Mr, Williata Macintosh, P.8,L, Madoc, and 
Rats W. Doan, Toronto, in the socrotary's 
chair, 

‘Tho usual bualness over, Dr. L. J. Richard, 
Ph.D, of Brantford, prosented the report of 
the Committos on Revision of the Constitu- 
“on, This report recommended radical 
changos, involving a change of name to tho 
Ontario Educational Association and an 
amalgamation of all branches of edu- 
cational work {nto the ono great 
nowociation, On motion of Dr, 
A. P, Kuight, Kingston Collegiate Inati- 
tute, the discussion of the report was pose 
poned till Tuursday, Bomo discussion wok 
place, the main diflfculty being the relations 
tho various special associations—modorn 
languages, science, classical, mathematical, 
olc,—wshall boar to tho general association. 
Tho meoting then adjourned, 

Sevoral of tho sections held short meetings 
for organization, After this, while in the 
public school section, Mr,8,B. Bloclair,B.A,, 
of Hamilton, the president, doliverod an 
atlo address on tho influence of teach- 
ors’ conventions upon the public school 
twachors’ environment, and on the 
moans of increasing tho good influence 
oxorted upon teachora by conventions. 
Ho wolcomed the delegates that were stran- 
Kers litho convention and urged them to 
tuke nn active part in the proceedings on 
the ground that it would beuollt the muotin; 
aud would interest individuals, Ho Clowod 
with a plea for specializing in conveution 
York and sat down witn hoarty applause. 
Tho meeting then adjourned. 

In the Afternoon. 

The afternoon was devoted tothe meot- 
{ngs of tha various sections, the public 
school section as the most numerous having 
the public ball, Attor the treasurer's report 
had been read, showing receipts amounting 
to $721.04, and a balance on band of $247.01, 
Roy, W. J. Somerville, MLA, of Owon 
Sound opened proceedings by readiug an 
outspoken and valuable oxamination of 
County Model schools.

‘The 
first part of this paper Was an unusually at- 
tractive skotcn of the grewt biological schools 
of the United States, that of Penikeso being 
Agassiz's laboratory, the latter the one now 
existing.

Utilizing Waste Steam, 

A lately invented dovice brought forward 
by a Western enginecr proposes to utilize 
tho waste steam from locomotives during 
| their frequent stops at way stations, made 

necessary for taking in fuel, water, and 
for other pornos tho steam saved by 
this mevhod to be applied to the pumping 
of water for filling the tanks or reser- 
voirs about the station, In a largo 
number of cases, ax is well known, large 
stations have to be supplied with an on- 
gino and steam pump, using fuel for making 
steam, Ufider those circumstances is it 
claimed that the firat coat of the proposed 
plan will be less than that required for the 
ordinary steam pumping arrangement now 
in vogue, and, og the latter also involve an 
attendant, more than the entire cost of 
steam is gained by the use of the new 
method. 


Bricks of Pitch and Coal Dust, 

The extensive production of bricks manu- 
factared of coal dust and pitch in France 
may be judged from the amount stated to 
have been used in that country in 1Ss9— 
nainely ; 24,000,000 tons. The coal dust is 
for this purpose most thorouglily mixed in 
a cortain Egor a with melted pitch and 
then pressed into shape, and afterward 
dried. Leaving out the cost of the dust and 
the pitch,tho bricks cost from 30 to 40 cents 
per ton to manufacture, the pitch is in 
yalue 30 cents per ton of bricks, and the 
coal about $2 per ton, carrying up the 
figures to some $2.70 per ton. The bricks 
are formed solid and perforated, about two 
inches long, the solid ones being used on 
railways and steamers, and in manufactur- 
ing establishments, and the pe: forated ones 
in houses, the article burnlag freely aud 

giving but little refuse.

The weather must be carefully 
studied, for if there istoo much moisture 


in the air when it is pressed it will mould 
and the same will happen if too much 
moisture is sprinkled upon it fer the pur- 
pose of opening the leaf. Again, if it 
oyerdried in the oven it will turn crisp 
and will nip the tongue in smoking. It is 
by careful attention to all these points 
that the “Mrytle Navy” has been brought 
to such perfection. The firm who manu- 
facture it have their own storehouses in 
Virginia, and from the time the Jeaf leaves 
the planters hand’s untilit is turned out

turo of W. L. Yodo, cashier of tho First 
National Bank at Mahanoy City, Pa.,a small 
mt town about 100 miles from Philadel: 
phia,

He made extensive purchases of horses

ponding the arrival of funds from his part- 
ners. 

He pally turned up at Listowel, whore 
he followed the same plan and succeeded in 
negotiating with G, W, Scott, private 
banker, a draft for $1000 bearing the sig- 
nature of W. LZ; Yodo, cashier First Nat- 
jonal Bank at Mahanoy City, Pa. Next 
day the horae buyer disappeared; when the 
fact of tho signature being a forgery became 
known to Mr, Scott he communicated the 
facts to the Attorney-General’s dopartment. 

Arrested in Winnipeg. 

A few months later Morton was arrested 
in Winnipeg in connection with patent 
right swindle and lodged in jail there. 
While awai ting trial he suddenly announc- 
ed that he had decided to lead a new lifo, 
and, adopting the religious role, converted 
a majority of hia fellow-prisoners as well as 
the turokey. A few days later he escaped 
from prison. 

No further trace of the accused could be 
obtained until n few wecks ago, when 
Wetective Murray, who had meantime 
visited Mahanoy City, Pa, obtained 
the affidavit of Cashier Yode as to tho 
forgery, located the accused hero and this 
morning took him into custody. 

It ia thought that Morton will make a 
determined fight against extradition, os 
once in Canada his liberty is likely to be 
curtailed for some years to come. 


A Faith Curist’s Death, 

Toronto, April 22.—Yesterday after- 
noon Coroner Johnson opened an inquest in 
Parkdale Town Hall on the body of Robert 
J. McAuslan, who died on Tuesday last, 
McAuslan was an adhorent of the peculiar 
religious body known as Christian Scion 
tists. Tho membors of this sect believe in 
the faith cure, ‘The deceased, who had 
been sick for some months, had no medical 
attendance, the Scientists ministering to

“Tr ought to be thatif any man over- 
drives a horse or feeds him when hot, or 
drives a nail into the quick of his hoof, 
or rowels him to see him prance, or puts a 
collar on a raw neck, or unncessarily 
clutches his tongue with twisted bit, or 
cuts off his hair until he has no defense 
against the cold, or unmercifully abbrevi- 
ates the natural defense against insectile 
annoyanee, that such a man as that him- 
self ought to be made to pull and let his 
horse ride. 

“ Whatever can b= done to develop the 
horse's fleetness and strength and majesty 
ought to bedone. The long-tried and 
faithful servant of the human race de- 
serves all kindness an care. Those farms 
in Kentucky, California and in different 
parts of the North where’the horse is 
trained to perfectionin fleetness and in 
beauty and in majesty are well set ap.rt. 

“There is a delusion abroad in the 
world thata thing must necessarily be 
good and Christian if it is slow, and dull, 
and plodding, There are very good people 
who seem to imagine that itis humbly 
pious to drive a spavined spring-halt- 
ed, blind -staggered jade. There is not 
so much virtue in a Kosinante as there is 
in Bucephalus. But what shalll say of 
the effort being made inthis day on a 
large seale to make this splendid creature 
of God, this divinely hon oied being, an in- 
struments of atrociousevil?

Cuarmam, Ont, April 26,—Albert Gray- 
son, aged 21,a machinist by trade but o 
thief by inclination, is in Chatham jail 
awaiting trial, having consented to return 
from Port Huron, where he was arrested by 
ShoriffBernaty, without the formality ot 
extradition. 

Grayson was in 1889 convicted at Wal- 
laceburg of larcency and sentenced to 23 
months in the Central Prison, ‘Toronto, 
He served his full time and was liberated 
in November last, He lingered around 
‘Toronto fora few days and then decided to 
pay another visit to palleceeare and as a 
yontlo reminder of his presence, burgarlized 
4 store, securing STEERING Swag. After 
this he spent a short time visiting in the 
States, but returned again to the scenos of 
his deprodations, where ho was arrested, 
His trial quickly followed and he was again 
gentenced to scrve 23 months, but escaped 
from the lock-up. 

Immediately after his escape Grayson 
attompted a burglary in the same town on 
a lurger'scalo than ever. Early one night 
ho cntered a hardware store and loaded up 
with the most valuable things in stock, in- 
eluding several revolvers, Later on the 
same night he was caught in the act of 
going through a dry goods atore. The 
pevolverd he secured at the hardware store 
stood him in good stead and several shots 
from these soon cleared an avenue for os- 
cape and he cluded arrest until last week.

Tho regular meeting of the city council 
was held last evening, Mayor Bogart in 
the chair, Ail the members were present 
excepting Ald, Skinner. 

Ald. Graham wanin his acoustomed 
place after an absence of several weeks 
through ‘lness. 

The atreet surveyor gave his estimated 
cost of a sewer from Hotel street to the up- 
per bridge, 

A communication from Allen McDou- 
gall of Loronto, offering to give an esti- 
mate of a sewage system for $360. One 
from John Austin offering himself asa 
candidate for health inspector, and alo 
one from John Garrett offering his services 
for $100 per year. 

The executive committee appropriaved 
the sum of $200 for the purpose of aiding 
the demonstration committee, and $30€ 
towards the brigade camp. 

The water, gas and market committee 
recommended the payment ofa number 
of accounts. , 

The joint committee of the executive 
and public works recommended the ac- 
ceptance ofMr Blainds tender for painting 
the streets at 16 cents each and as to the 
numbering of the houses the matter be 
laid over for further consideration, 

| Phe council went into committee ot the 
whole on reports, Ald. Griham in the 
chair, 

In regard to Mr. Blaind’s offer Mr. 
Walmsley did not think it was fair that 
other parties had not been allowed to 
tender, 

Ald. Anderson thought the 

roper plan to tender was in the two daily 
papers of the city. He did not think the 
ais was too high but the principle was 
bad. 

Ald. Doyle wanted the matter laid over 
as he thought there was no necessity for 
that work at present.

Ald, Lusoombe recommended that 600 
fect of the Buker fibric hose be purchased 

at 90 cents per fool, 

Some of the Alderinen did not want the 
matter laid over as the city was at present 
yuoning a greatrisk by not having the 
amount on hand required by the Under- 
writers’ association, while others thought 
that the committee should be given fur- 
cher time to examine more fully into the 
merits of the different samples of hose, 

Ald. Clarke and LaRoche were strongly 
in favor of purchasing the Baker fabric 
hose made by the Toronto Gutta Percha 
& Rubber Co. The city had used this 
hose belore and it had giyen the best of 
satisfiction. No fault could be found with 
it, The city was badly inneed of more 
hos and there was no reason why the 
committee should wish to delay the mat- 
ter asthe Baker hose was undoubtedly 
the best hose manufactured, 

Mr. Thos, H Phair, the popular agent 
ofthe Toronto Rubber company was 
present on behalf of his company and ex- 
plained the merits of their hose as to dur- 
ability and cost. He offered the city a3 
ply cotton fabric hose at 90 cents a foot 
and guaranteed it at a 40 lb pressure for 


| five years, 


After some fartherdiscussion the motion 
ofAld. Luscombe was carried unanimously. 
‘The water and gas committee recom- 
mended the reduction of the uumber of 
electric lights to the contract number, 
Ald, Clarke w shed to know what par- 
ticular lights were intended to be struck off 
and moved a motion that the recomimen- 
dation be referred back.—Carried.

Bradford the two men were gone. Mr. Ack- 
royd lay unconscious on the floor, hin 
clothes torn and blood flowing from his 
mouth His pockets had been rifled, and 
his satchel was gone, 
At tho hospital he recovered slightly and 
said that just after leaving Halifax one of 
the men took out o cigar and asked him for 
amatch, As ho put his hand in his pocket 
to get his match-box, the other man pin- 
ioned his arm and threw hiin to the fluor, 

{o remembered being struck onthe head 
and being choked. Bhe next he knew he 
Was in the hospital. 

No arrests have been made and it has not 

been learned how and where the two men 
left the train. 


YET AT WORK. 


Tho Anarchist Horrors Scaring People 
Outof Paris, 

New Yorx, April 29.—It would be en- 
tirely useless to attempt todeny that the 
situation in the very heart of France is 
fraught with danger. The outrage which 
occurred Tuesday Peeve that the Anar- 
chists are thoroughly organized and are 
still active in spite of the numerous arrests, 

Certainly these latest events give grounds 
for expecting trouble on May-day, and even 
those who heretofore were undismayed are 
now becoming frightened, Many foreigners 
are leaving the city, and in many first-class 
hotels like the Bristol, the Chatham, the 
Westminster and the Hotel Du Rhine 
several despatches have been received can- 
celling ordors for apartments, 

M. Dresch, the Commissary of Police, 
who arrested Rayachol, yesterday received 
an anonymous letter assuring him that, no 
matter what precautions the police might 
take, M. Dresch and Procereur-General 
Quesnay would be blown up before May 1. 

Of course it is possible that the jurors 
wore influenced by Ra chol's lawyer, who 
reminded them that ‘tin the intereate of 
mublic order it would be wiser not to con- 
age the prisoners to death.” A dread of 
fresh explosions may also have influenced 
them in coming to averdict. ‘There is also, 
however, another explanation of their 
conduct, 

Thad a conversation this morning with 
one of the jurors, a wealthy, middle-aged 
morchant, and he told me that he and his 
colloagues had not given their attention to 
Ravachol’s former crimos against the com: 
mon law, but to the dynamite outrages per- 
petrated by him in Paris, and that as there 
was abundant proof that he had not per- 
petrated them through personal motives, it 
was impossible for them to condemn hin to 
death. 


A Humorous Aspect, 
Such logic is terrifying and a plain proof 
of mental aberration, If in such» serious
